When Niagara Regional 
Police officers learn to ride 
bikes, they learn to ride hard. 

They learn to fearlessly 
manoeuvre obstacles, take the 
sharpest of turns and appre¬ 
hend suspects without skip¬ 
ping a beat. 

But they also learn the 
importance of being able to 
engage the community while 
out on two wheels. 

The police force typi¬ 
cally hosts its bicycle train¬ 
ing course, regulated by the 
International Police Mountain 
Bike Association, twice each 
spring and only a handful of 
the many officers who apply 
are accepted. 

Its most recent session, held 
last week at the Welland train- 

who underwent 40 hours of 
theoretical and practical train¬ 
ing. In total, 85 officers in the 
service are certified. 


“We try to get everyone 
trained in time for when the

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Answering God’s call

I t struck me that I'm writing this column 
on the day after the 20th anniversary of 
my ordination. With that kind of anniversary, 
it’s perhaps not surprising that I've found 
myself recently thinking a lot about the idea 
of call. 

I often wonder why I was “called” to this 
particular kind of ministry. I have little doubt 
that there are others who could fulfil the call 
better than I have or can, and when I look 
back at the course of my life during the last 
20 years I'm also painfully aware of how often 
I've simply failed. Surely there were others? 
But this particular call was placed upon me. 
And, of course, there are a variety of ways 
in which God calls people into his service. 


People are called into children's ministries 
and music ministries. People are called to be 
missionaries or evangelists. 

Some people have a call to something 
outside the church. Whatever it is that you're 
doing with your life may well be the result of 
a call from God, and faithfully fulfilling that 
call by working diligently at whatever the call 
is and trying your best is a way of honouring 
God. And yet, I suspect a lot of us are hesitant 
to speak of God's call on our lives — if only 
because, like me, most people are very con¬ 
scious of their failures and their weaknesses. 
But then I think about the people Jesus called 
direcdy, during his earthly ministry. 

Matthew 4 records the calling of Jesus' 
first four disciples — two brothers acts, so to 
speak: Simon Peter and his brother Andrew, 
and James and his brother John. Jesus 


appeared to them and called. There's nothing 
in the story to suggest that they were religious 
giants of any sort; nothing that makes them 
seem better than anyone else. They were 
simply called — and they responded to that 
call. And — perhaps this means the most to 
me — all four of them (the very first four that 
Jesus called) — failed in some way. Three 
of them deserted Jesus when the going got 
tough and ran as he faced the cross, and 
while John stood at the cross with him he 
was a part of the group that sometimes wor¬ 
ried more about their respective rank and 
importance than with simply fulfilling the 
call of Jesus. I guess what I take from the sto¬ 
ries about Jesus' first disciples is that if they 
weren't perfect, neither can I expect to be. 

But so many people struggle with the idea 
of God’s call on their lives because they don’t 


feel worthy. They understand that they've let 
Jesus down — sometimes repeatedly — and 
why he would call them to any type of service 
is something they can't understand. But Jesus 
doesn’t call just perfect people. Let’s face 
it — if the call of God were restricted to those 
who are perfect then the available talent pool 
would be pretty limited. The point is that all 
of us have something to offer to God, and 
all of us have to be alert to the signs of God's 
call on our lives to whatever type of service it 
is. We don't need to worry about what we're 
called to — it’s all important if it's a call from 
God — we just have to be aware that, at any 
time, we might be called. 

After all, if we're not called by God, and 
if we don't respond, then who will do God's 
work in the world? So, listen carefully. God 
just might be calling you!

Yet, that hasn’t stopped lobbying efforts 
by various Niagara interests to speed up the

There is now a solid foundation in Niagara 
to address mental health and addictions. 

Following years ofwoik by local agencies, 
facilitated by Niagara Connects and Healthy 
Living Niagara, the Niagara Mental Health 
and Addictions Charter was launched last 
Wednesday at Welland Community Well- 


services,” which are funded by separate 
ministries, said Ellis Katsof, CEO of Path- 
stone Mental Health. 

Niagara is the first community in Ontario 
to create a formal charter outlining the prin¬ 
ciples and objectives to support its residents 
regardless of age, he said. 

“We’re a leader in building this sort of 
framework." 

Nowthat the charter has launched, it’s up 


More than 65 agencies have committed to 
working together to adopt and promote the 
principles of the charter, which focuses on 
mental wellness promotion, mental illness 
prevention and addictions services. 

The document's goals include tocorpo- 

ning for the future and taking an inclusive, 
holistic, preventive, individual and family- 
centred approach for people of all ages, so 
all residents are able to achieve their opti¬ 
mal level of well-being. 

The charter is meant to be shared, dis¬ 
cussed, implemented and brought to life by 
local agencies, Rashmi Biwas, hoard presi¬ 
dent of Canadian Mental Health Association 
of Niagara, said during the launch. 

“Someone might ask what did you do 
today? You can say, 'Today I helped launch 
a charter that will change die lives of people 
in the community for generations to come,”’ 
she told the crowd.

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Five arrested, cocaine seized in Port raid 


Five people have been arrested following a Port 
Colborne drug bust last Friday. 

In May, Niagara Regional police began investigating 
the sale of drugs from a residence on King St. 

As a result, search warrants were executed Friday 
at two King St. residences by the Welland street crime 
unit, Port Colborne uniform officers and the NRP's 
canine unit. 

Police seized about $1,500 in cocaine, more 
than $5,500 in cash, a crossbow, a pellet gun that 
resembles a real firearm and a collapsible baton. 

Though some of the items are not illegal to own 


under normal circumstances, with the evidence 
gathered by police during the investigation they 
become weapons under the Criminal Code of Canada, 
police said in a press release. 

Five people were arrested. 

Alessandro Pardi, Carol Pardi-Legget, Ryan 
Roussel and Andrea Poulain, all of Port Colborne, and 
Christopher Ridolfo of Thorold, are each charged with 
possession of a controlled substance for the purpose 
of trafficking, possession of proceeds of property 
obtained by crime over $5,000, and possession of a 
weapon for dangerous purposes.
